It shovld be unnecessary to orge 
upon the growers of garden crops the 
impertance of using thoroughly reli- 
able seed, or to defend the practice of 
testing seeds before sowing them. 
Man; gardeners have suffered heavy 
loss through the purchase of inferior 
or old seed and almost all whe have 
used the seeds of flowers and veget- 
ables have had occasion, at one time 
er another, to lament the use of seed 
of unknewn quality. Genuine seed of 
germinating capacity is, however, only 
one essentia] to a successful crop, and 


. to depreciate the importance of good 


gardeners would be entirely wrong. 
Since a good start is always important 
it would seem that to devote a little 
more attention to securing satistactory 
seed would amply repay the majority 
of gardeners. - ‘ 

To fhe horticulturist, to a greater 
extent than to the agriculturist, is 
genuine reliable seed important, With 
the seeds of many tarm crops. their 
actual value ean be determined sever- 
al months betere planting, because the 
question of variety does not enter to 
the same extent as in garden crops. 
With the garden crops trueness to var- 
jety is of paramount importance and a 
Gisappomtment in that regard may 
mean, practically, the loss of a season’s 
crop, if the difference be a late mata- 
urine variety for an early one or vice 
It is therefore important that

For many years ail the seeds used in 
this country were European grown, 
although as early as 1875 some atten- 
tior was given to their growth in the 
United States. In that country the 
trade grew steadily until about 1860, 
when, owing to the interruption in 
trade due to the civil war, people 
becan to |ook for a home supply and 
home production was greatly stimula- 
ted as aresult. The increased demand 
encouraged growers to produce relia- 
ble seeds and kinds suited to all con- 
ditions of grewth. A fair trial of 
home grown seeds convinced people 
that they were as satisfactory 4s I1m- 
ported stocks, and in some cases gave 
better results. In 1879 there was 
estimated to ne 7,000 acres devoted to 
the production of garden seeds, but at 
that time the California seed. trade 
was but beginning and since then has 
grown to enormous proportions. The 
vegetables seeds most grown in 
California are onion, lettuce, carrot, 
look, kale, parsiey and parsnip. The
